Outlined For Farmers 


A new. streamlined program de­ 
signed to assist farmers of Wise Coun­ 
ty increase their food production to 
help the nation meet its war .food re­ 
quirements. has been announced here 
by Oliver R. Brown, County Farm 
Security Administration Supervisor. 
“The one purpose of the FSA all 
over the county now is to produce 
food and war crops,*’ Mr. Brown de. 
flared. 
“ It is fortunate that the mechanism 
of the Farm Security Adm inistration 
was already set 
up and 
functioning 
when the nation's food demands be­ 
came so much greater." 
This agency is able, without addi­ 
tional workers or cost of administra­ 
tion to help operators of farms raise 
their output of food from 20 to 300 
Per cent, officials have estimated. 
Farmers wrho can’t expand their 
yield of crops, livestock, dairy and 
poultry products 
with 
their 
own 
money or with funds borrowed from 
private lending agencies are eligible 
for the new 
FSA 
food-for-freedom 
loans. 
“About all they need," Mr. 
Drown said, “ is productive land, a 
healthy family and the desire to pro­ 
duce food.'

Navy Men May N OW 
Enlist In Reserves 


DALLAS, Dec. 29.— Since the Presi­ 
dent’s order banning voluntary enlist­ 
ments in our armed forces by men be­ 
tween the ages of 18 and 37 (inclus­ 
ive), many individuals have had the 
mistaken impression 
the 
executive 
order applies also to those asking 
commissions as officers in the United 
States Naval Reserve. 
Commander E. D. Walbridge, Di. 
rector of the Office of Naval Officers 
Procurement in this area, points out 
that the ban placed by the president 
affects only men of 18 to 37 (inclus­ 
ive) who ordinarily would have en­ 
listed in the ranks. 
It does not af­ 
fect those in the above agebracket 
who are qualified to apply for offic­ 
ers’ commissions. 
Right now, 
in fact, 
Commander 
Walbridge said, “men are urgently 
needed as naval officers for many di­ 
versified assignments.”
